For Noncropland Rights-of-Way use, do not apply more than 1.5 |b ae/acre (3 pints product) per year. Do not apply more than 2
applications per year with a minimum retreatment interval of 21 days.

For spot treatment Noncropland Rights-of-Way use, do not apply more than 3.0 Ib ae/acre per year.
